Recent Letter Describes 
Lengthy Voyage 

DR. CASEY WOOD 

Places of Ornithological Inter- 
est in Southern Hemis- 
phere Visited 

Tn a recent letter to Dr- G. R. Soni- 
cr, of tho Rednath Library, Dr. Casoj 
Wood, the founder nnd chief support- 
er of the Emma Shearer Wood Library 
of Ornithology at McGill, tells of his 
travels and experiences in tho South 
Ben«. Or. Wood, who is un authority 
upon the "Ryes and KycfilKht of 
nirds." lias lately made an extensive 
tour In tide South in order lo perfect 
his knowledge of "General Ornithol- 
ogy." 

Among the plane* he visited were 
Tahiti, in Kronen Oceania, ltarntongn, 
in I be Cook island*, both the. Islands 
of New Zealand, a f«.w localities on 
the Atts'ivtllan continent, the Tlzla, 
certain of tile Tongan and Sninonii 
Groups and, finally, Hawaii. One of 
the historical spots in which Dr. 
Wood was much interested was Pap- 
eete, Tahiti. It was here Uhat Lieut. 
Hllgh, one of Ca.ploin Cook's officers, 
first saw the incomparable bread- 
fruit. Rligh so talked about this fruit, 
that in 1787 he wiih given 'Command 
of an expedition to tho southern sons 
for Ils examinai ion- Tin; name of his 
ship wan Ihc "llnnnty" and he was lift 
commander when I be crow marooned 
the officers and sellled ou Pitcairn 
Island. 

In answer to' an enquiry as to 
whether ati'ilinrs of Son I hern laies 
draw upon I hoir imaginai Ion, Dr. 
Wood writes "Whai la Into of I he 
scenery, Ihc flora, the fauna and Din 
mejerology of Polynesia u also trim 
of ita hiiniau element. I am quite 
sure. Ihera arc many |l\os at this mo- 
ment holtiB lived on the inlands of tho 
■South Sons that properly helnug nl- 
Ihcr to a. century In adv.nic.i or kov- 
eral hundred years behind our own 
times. I would say, nothing uni- 
son 1 h Sea romancer may write is 
likely lo ir.inscond 'Hie limits of tlio 
possible wi loiiK us he duals with 
lit) mini boliiijs."

THE HAZING QUESTION. 




As can be seen from an article in yesterday's "Daily, and 
from a letter in this, there is a movement being promoted among 
the men of tnc first year, which aims at the betterment of the prea 
ent method of welcoming freshmen to McGill- This can only be 
done by the complete abolishment of the whole system of the care- 
ful obliteration of those features which are liable to prove ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory, either by endangerinfi the good name of 
McGill, or by causing unfortunate effects ti? visit the initiates. 

Not. even an iota of doubt can exist in the minds of the thoughtful 

regarding the failure of last year's initiation. In the beginning 
f, the official welcome was nominally under control, but before the 
month was even well advanced the rules, which had been drawn 
up, were disregarded and hazing went its own course, accompan- 
V ied by the usual unpleasant incidents. Disorder thrust out order, 
•nd by the completion of the allotted time the. affair in its totality 
h»d degenerated into a farcical fizzle. Small wonder is it that 
criticisms were muttered . 

Yet there is one angle of outlook which has its pleasant as- 
pect., .and that is that the freshmen now at McGill should know 
better how unsatisfactory a poor initiation can be, for they were 
-"theT unfortunate recipients of the recent autumnal rites. Thus — 
for we take it for granted that there are the average amount of 
brains in the year — t,hese men are in an excellent position of ad- 
vantage to bring forward suggestions and helpful criticisms which 
should work for a solution to what has been a perennial problem. 
.The pendulum ; of student thought, as fa r as can be ascertained, is 
.swinging at present towards a sane reception, and personally we 
think that too much cannot be done to encourage this attitude. 
— --- -Naturally ieriough .-"there are some objections to this, such as the 
: one based on the spirit of retaliation, and another on the neces- 
sity of subjection. The first is illogical and unethical. As for 
the second, the best way to make a freshman feel insignificant and 
completely non-essential, is to utterly ignore him. No other me- 
thod accomplishes its purpose to such an extent. But' there are 
jyet other things which should be remembered while preparing 
the welcome for the incoming classes. The first, and the most 
fundamental, is that everi a freshman is human- He is, taken by 
arid'ûarge. a gentleman and as the sophomore falls into' the same 
category we do not expect to see any signs of bullying or back- 
alley wrangling. And though it may be amusing, from one point of 
view, to bring about temporary disfiguration with its co-existing 
■discomfiture, it is much wiser to give the new arrivals an immedi- 
ate and correct insight into college life as it really is. They might

favourite of R. \j. Stevenson, who is 
buried on Ml. Vala, where the species 
abound- On many of the itcamcrs In 
those regions the Tropic-birds^ are. 
found lying helpless. Attactcd by the 
lights, (hey fly directly at the lantern, 
and are often" stunned by the Impact. 
They find difficulty in leavinj the 
decks, as the slippery b >ardç do not 
•now ihem to s"t a grip, without 
which they cannot acquire ihe head- 
way nccesMry 'for upward flight. 
When the birds have recovered their 
.strength, they are practically always 
throw.n into the air by a Wndly sailor, 
A curious bird la 1'he Lyre Bird, 
which possesses a. remarkable tail 
composed of sixteen feathers, the two 
outer curved to form that remarkable 
lyre-shaped ornament that distinguish, 
es Sv from any other speeie», Another 
accomplishment is his wonderful 
pow»r of mimicry, as well as a beau- 
tiful ginger. Speaking of the graceful 
Ma r b . l ?.jGo*w;if, J>r. Wood continues 
"At the northern- extremity of I\'orth 
Island, Xew Zealand, is the Bay of 
Spirits,— so called from the Maori be- 
lief that the souls- of the dead take 
their flight invo the other world from 
this locality. It j s an uninhabited, 
lonely coast, and would aprear to bo 
appropriate for thfl purpose assigned 
to it by a barbaric but imag-lnalivo 
race. There i% another reason for 
this tradition. There is a rooky plateau 
nearby where the Godwits assemble 
in thousands foi\ their annual return 
to Siberia. Rising from the beach in 
a long line and much clamour. th«»y 
form into a broad semi-circle, and 
mounting high in file air, generally 
take a course due north. Sometimes 
(hey rise in a. confused manner; and, 
after circling about at a considerable 
height, return lo file beach to reform, 
and then make a fresh start on their 
distant Journey." 

Other Interesting extracts are as 
follows: "y'he feathery folk have 
vawtly decreased since the coming of 
the white man. No wonder that a 
maori chief, iu complaining of t|-. ê de- 
cay of his race Baid: Formerly, when 
we wen t into the forest, and stood 
under a tree, we could not hear our- 
selves speak for the noise of the birds 
—every tree was full or them. Many 
of the birds have now died out. "Uo 
what we will, the ordinary and inev- 
itable practices of civilized man in 
cutting down (he forests, iu draining 
lands, in his mere proximity arc fatal 
to the existence of great numbers of 
,our most desirable and useful spe- 
cies." 

There ore few or no monkeys (or 
for that matter few other mammals) 
in eastern Polynesia. Perhaps '.the ear- 
lier voyagers from the mainland had 
not learned in curry them as pels, J^ke 
many other native tribes, on Ihelr 
long sea, excursion», or they did not. 
survive tho exposure, incident to canoe 
life. In any eveni, it is not until ono 
reaches the islands relatively near Iho 
Asiasilc coast — Borneo, New Guinea, 
Java, the Celebes— that simicin llfo 
becomes abundant."

Connected with Harvard for 
Many Years 

In view of lh<> widespread Borrow 
occasioned by the death of Mr. Mon- 
tague Chamberlain, a noted Canadian 
who has for many years boon con- 
nected with Harvard University, ami 
on several occasions h»s tendered 
valuable service lo that university, 
the following letter has boon clipped 
from (he ".Bo.-it.im Transcript" and 
reprinted here. 

Montaguo Chamberlain, who died 
Inst Sunday nl Boston Iu his clg-hlioth 
year from ih;t results of a fall on Iho 
Ice, will bo affectionately renie ni boron 
by hundreds of middle-aged Harvard 
men who ciitno into contact with him 
as "recorder" at iho college office 
dining the nineties. His position 
there was really unique. Canadian 
born and bred, by profession an ac- 
countant, without college affiliations 

ir experience of any sort, he was. 
iho first purely business man to en- 
ter (he. sacred precincts of "U; 5."— 

joins' In fact specifically engaged ^ in 
1SS9 to introduce busliu-As met hods 
thoro. At that time, tho ont fro force 
of ,tho office consisted of the Into 
lamented Frank Holies, who was also 
secretary to tho university, and 
"Carrie," Harris of happy memory, 
who kept the wheels turning. The 
records wore, still kept as they had 
been kept in President Walker's time, 
and to find a.ny student's standing 
one had to consult from six to eight 
huge miinlscript volumes. Mr. Cham- 
berlain's fir.n task was to reduce and 
simplify this appalling mays of mat- 
erial to a single card-Index system — 
then a novelty In almost all business 
management. Before this change was 
completed Miss- Harris retired, and 
Mr. Bo!les died shortly afterward; 
to that with the increased fores (hat 
succeeded thorn Mr. Chamberlain 'be- 
came .solely responsible for the sy.-i- 
iem. .the representative as well as 
the pioneer of the new order. 

But his changes did not stop there. 
Owing to the smallncs-j of tho office 
force, the recorder also acted as as-, 
sistant dean, and low -marks, cuts,- 
abeences, and other peccadliloo6 by 
the same man. Mr, Chamberlain 
,thu6- c«ine Into direct personal rela- 
tions with the greater part ' of the 
college — for who does not fall from 
grace occasionally? Under the old rc-. 
gfme a "summons" nad been a- por- 
fu'otory affair, and discipline had beerf 
meted out In a seml-mechanlcal and 
th* early, days of ruthless severity.

His 
great natural sweetness of disposition, 
his shrewd powers of observation (he 
was by avocation a naturalist and h 
keen watcher of bird life), and Jils 
implicit confidence In "tho word of 
a gentleman," made him a singularly 
sympathetic confidant of undergrad- 
uates In trouhle of any sort. Every 
imaginable difficulty wavt brought to 
him, from an unhappy lov<i affair lo 
a l»te registration; and many an -old 
Harvard man will gratefully recall 
how "Monty" got him out of a hole, 
or steadied his erring steps wllh wise 
and friendly .counsel. Under his sway 
"the office:" t/eenme a placo not lo 
execrate and shun, but to seek and 
to trjjsl. 

Perhaps his greatest and moat en- 
during service to the university-, 
however, was In the promotion of the 
Slimmer school. That Institution, I lion 
tho only thing of lis kind in iho 
country, was still in it's Infancy, at 
ttiat, Outside (lie I in mod Hale neigh- 
borhood it was aim oil: unknown. Its 
courses were few. and disdained by

Unique Slides are the Result 
of a Hobby of Forty 
Years

A sninll. well-tanned man hold his 
audience in the l'hysics Lecture Unit 
spellbound, when ho told In a few 
(«Impie wonts, Uio story of his hobby. 
; the -wonderful forms of dew and snow 
' which he loves. Tlini was Mr. Wilson 
A. Bentley of Jericho. Vermont, who 
addressed '. the Physical Society yes- 
terday. The hundreds of slides which 
were thrown on the screen invented 
water crystal forms of cx\ïui»tte beau- 
ty, which the speaker has collected 
for years. They were truly A "Visual 
Symphony' as Mr. Bentley expressed 

A large crowd had assembled when 
Dr- Keys opened the meeting. Dr. 
Kvc then took ihe firr-t few minutes to 
perform an interesting eleelrn-mac- 
notie experiment, lie explained brief- 
ly the rather complicated apparatus, 
snd then showed Hie experiment. .A 
moving spot of li.çli:. reflected on the 
screen from ilie apparu lus, traced 
out a smooth path of unusual shape. 

Mr. Bentley, the main speaker, ex- 
plained how he came to undertake bis 
unique M tidy. Hack in the SO's he 
becran to examine the forms of dew, 
frost and s-now. through a slron.c 
•"ntn su Hying class which his mother 
bad given him. His curiosity grew 
into a. hobby. To preserve the frail 
! beauty which he saw., he began to 
photograph the different forms, lie 
arranged an extension camera, with 
a very powerful lens, and photo- 
graphed his crystals against a dark 
Ar the back of hip home 
i "cold room" where he 
takes his crystals to be photographed. 
He is the only man -who has under- 
taken this work, and his pictures are 
in every library and museum in 



America. 

The first slides showed the beauti- 
ful effects of dew drops on crass 
blades and strawberry leaves. Spider 
webs sprung with dew, looked like 
ropes of pearls under the magnifying 

3 glas». One curious slide showed a 

large grasshopper on r n flower, with 
his legs, body, and feelers covered 
with beads of dew. Jn ordfr to photo- 
graph this grasshopper Ml-. Bentley 
had to tic it to the flower with rhead, 
and then let the dew form upon it. 

The speaker showed several views 
of wonderful cloud formations in the 
hilly country around hiE farm, Low 
jnlsls around she mountains, large 
clouds, and cirrus, allowed 
There were other 
pictures of the woods aiicr heavy ice 
and snow storms, when everything 
looked "like fairyland." 

The greater part of the collection of 
pictures was of snow flakes. These 
were selected out of over four thou- 
sand which Mr. Bentley has photo- 
graphed since 1880. He explained that 
the rapidly-formed crystals ivere 
heavy, while those slowly formed were 
light and brandling. It is llw branch- 
ing, uix-sided kind of crystals which 
Is the most beautiful. No two forms 
are the same, but all are perfectly 
ieymmetrieal, even in tin; smaller de- 
tail*. It is impossible Ho describe 
these shapes and shadings and lines 
justly. Mr. Bentley sais they form 
ry good designs lor lace and em- 
broidery. Some of the last slides 
were of flakes photographed this win- 
ter, — "this winter's crop" as the speak- 
er called them. 

His lecture. Mr. Bentley" of- 
nswor any questions. 1'ro- 
leasor .Lloyd thanked him, and a vote 
of thanks was tendered him.

Younger Son Attending 
Classes in Science 
Faculty 

The death occurred suddenly on 
Thursday of Walter .1. h'ranrls of this 
city, at his home on Prince Albert 
Avenue, Weslinouiif. He is survived 
by his wife and two sons, the younger 
of whom Ih attending McCilll t'nlver- 
slty In the first year of I he l-'aculty 
of Science. The death of Mr. Prauelst 
has deprived Montreal of a very great 
man and one who had rlwn high In 
his profession. The death came al- 
most instantaneously on Thursday 
afternoon. Mr. Krnneis had been 
taken ill a few weeks before but bad 
seemingly recovered completely and 
was til his work ever since. 

lie was. at the lime of death. Presi- 
dent of the Biigliieerlng Institute or 
Camilla having been olocîied in 1923 lo 
succeed the late Arthur SI. Laurent of 
Ottawa. At the end of the session ho 
was unanimously returned to office. 

Mr- Krnticls has had a. wry brilliant 
career and during his life he lias per- 
formed some remarkable feats of en- 
gineering. Horn in Toronto lu 1S7L', 
he was educaled at the University of 
Toronto and graduated in civil en- 
gineering. On entering his profession 
lie was engaged on various works of 
construction in the Toronto Union 
Station from tS!»:i-fl|j and the Tient 
Canal hydraulic lift -locks, hi Hill) he 
was awarded the Gzowski Medal for 
that year by the Canadian Society of 
Civil Engineers for his paper on hy- 
draulic lift-locks. He niadc an exn in- 
itiation and report of ihe Herald dis- 
a»rer In If 10. 

During the war Mr. Francis did 
much government work, the most im- 
portant being the discovery of a 
method of heat-treating defective 
steel in shell-making which saved 
large quantities of otherwise useliss 
munitions and which was of enor- 
mous value in the war. 

Mr. Francis was affiliated with 
world-wide engineering organizations, 
being a member of the Corporation of 
Professional Engineers of CJuehec and 
also of the American Institution of 
Consulting Engineers of Great Brit- 
ain and America and societies in 
many countries. He was past presi- 
dent of tho notary Club and was as- 
sociated with Boy Scout movements 
as a president of the local association. 
As a prominent, member of the Board 
of Trade and the City Improvement 
League he has done work in connec- 
tion with the' city. Beside these of- 
fices he was connected witli several 
hospitals., a high member of the Ma- 
sonic Order and holds membership in 
several clubs both in Canada and the 
old country. 

The death of Mr. Francis, coming 
al tile hefght of what is perhaps one 
of the most brilliant engineering car- 
eers in the Dominion was a very 
severe shock to his numerous frlcnda 
and relatives. 

His younger son, Francis, entered 
the Faculty of Science last fall, In 
preparation for the sumo profession 
as ihut of his father.

DENTISTRY BILL 
IS NOW CHANGED 

Four- Year Delay After Ac- 
ceptance Removed 

In the Prlvnto Bills Committee or 
■the Legislative Council, thu bill, re- 
garding' the Denial profession was 
amended In Hiioh " way Hint the un- 
dergraduates now nl McCIII will not 
be subjected to tho delay of four 
years rnrm Ihe dale of matriculation 
provided: by the prosont law "nil Ihe 
now hill. Hy another amendment; 
Ihe ca-ne of Ihe g-rndu.Hes wan provid- 
ed for. This is of great Importa neo 
to Dentistry '.Undents, ns IS students 
"I McGIII. and 3 at Ihe University of 
Montréal nro especially affected. 

All these arrangements are, of 
course, dependent on the bill becom- 
ing law. but It seems to lie now prac- 
tically certain Hint It will pass. 

The present rule, and that which 
will be hi force under the new net, 
Is that lo obtain premhjsion in prac- 
tise, tho Province of Quebec students 
must be permitted to study by the 
Dental Hoard. After this a period of 
four years must elapse before ihoy 
can practise. 

Tho su bM an ce of ihe amendment 
as it effects gradua tes, fourth year 
students, ami loivo;- year .students, 
respectively, is us follows: — 

lloldcr.i of th.- degree of D.D.S. 
who ha.ve. never obtained a certificate 
of competency or been admitted to 
study by the Board, will be licensed 
and admitted lo practise at once on 
passing the examination provided for 
by tho bill. I.e. The final examina- 
tion at. the University, at. which there 
will he assessors appointed by the 
Board . 

Undergraduates at present In tho 
fourth year who have no certificate 
of competency, and have never been 
admitted to study, will be admitted 
lo practise at one-, on passing the 
final exa mi lia lion s provided for by 
the bill at the end of the present 
year. 

Undergraduates of the firft, second, 
and third years, are required to ob- 
tain one of the niialiflcations necess- 
ary for a. certificate, of competency, 
namoly a B.A. degree, tho completion 
of the second yea-.- of an Arts Course, 
or tho successful pausing of ihe ex- 
aminât ion for permission lo study. 

Provided that tho.<e undergraduates 
obtain one of these ciuallflcations be- 
fore the end of their presont Dental 
course, they will be admitted to prac- 
tise at. once on passing their final 
examination ns provided by the bill: 
that Is. they will avoid ihe delay ot 
four years. 

Ih future, however, it will be nec- 
essary for all undergraduates to ob- 
tain a certificate of competency at 
Ihe commencement ot rhcir course, 
and they will not be admitted to 
practise until four years after they 
have obtained such a certificate and 
have been registered as dental stu- 
dents by the Dental Board.
